WOMEN OF REPUTE STEAL 


Revelations regarding the white slave 
| traffic in Chieago and also eonéerning the 
criminal propensities of women were made 
last night hy Municipal Judge Newcomer at 
a banquet of the Men's club of the Austin 
Methodist Episcopal church. The judge's 
hearers were amazed when he sald: 

“I want to say right here that the white 
slave traffic does exist here in Chicago; right 
here under the nose of police protection; 
right here where we claim and boast of our 
civilization does the sale of young girls ex- 
ist, girls who are sold for their shame and 
beauty. 


“I could give the names df scores of girls 
who have been sold into this so-called white 
slave traffic, and I could also furnish the 

es of scores of young men who exist and 
thrive on the sale of these helpless girls, the 
great majority of whom are from the country 
and are in utter ignorance of thé traps and 
snates and these wolves who pose as gentle- 
men and escorts in fine garments.”’ 


Girls Exported and Imported. 

“The white slave traffic does not only ex- 
ist in Chicago, my friends, but it is interstate 
and international. There are girls who are 
shipped to this city from other points, and are 
consigned to mien right here in Chictigo. 
There are girls who are shipped from Chi- 
cago, and who are consigned to other trad- 
ers.“ 

These are radical statements to make, 
gentlemen, t I am well Informed upon 
what ] speak. I may add that I have seven 
letters. from different fathers about Chicago 
asking me if I would pot please find their 
daughters, who had fallen Into that deepest 
infamy. Down where the rec lights blaze 
and where the ribald merriment drifts from 
semi-curtained windows, and where women 
and young girls are arrayed in the gowns of 
shame, there is where Christianity. ie needed 
the most.“

Women of Repute Steal. 
‘Another almost equally surprising state- 
ment of the judge was that many women of 
high social standing are arrested for shop- 
lifting. 

It is surprising to know how many women 
women of repute, wives of preachers, wives 
of professional men—are tried at that sta- 
tion for larceny—for shop lifting,’’ he said. 
“Somehow or other women cannot resist 
the temptation of passing by articles in the 
department stores without picking them up 
and slipping them in their hand bag.“ 

Then the judge told of the benefits of the 
Juvenile court law, explaining that before it 
was enacted ‘“‘ boys of 18 years were made to 
go through the same ordeals as the adult, and 
were locked up for months to await their trial, 
to breathe that atmosphere of a living hell, 
which exists within the walls of the county 
jail. 

For many years the people of the state 
of Illinois advocated the juvenile legislation,’ 
he went on. Illinois was the pioneer state 
im that respect. The juvenile lew is based 
upon the fundamental point of when the child 
is beyond control of the parent, or when the 
parent is not fit to control the child; then the 
state has the authority to step tn and handle 
the case as it may see fit. 

I know of one instance prior to the adop- 


tion of the Juvenile court where a boy ot 


i4 years was locked up in the county jail 
for four months awaiting trial on a charge of 
burglary: The boy had stolen a jar of jam | 
from a house where the window Was broken. | 
The charge against the boy was technical 
burglary. 

„Mind you, friends, this boy of 14 years 
was locked in the county jail, drinking ip 
all the corruption and vileness of that place. 


Would Check Spite Arrests. 

„The main object of the Municipal court, 
as J see it, ts to prevent the police from mak- 
ing spite arrests. In a single day at the 
Harrison street police station, the station 
that has a reputation from one end of the 
country to the other, the station that has har- 
bored more hardened criminals than any 
other police station in Chicago, there were 
100 cases tried. If there is any man in this 
audience tonight who has a desire to study 
human nature I know of no better place to 
study than at the Harrison street police 


station.”

IBLAYA BEGINS A NEW WAR. | 


Arms Revolutionists of Salva- 
dor, Who Capture Acajutla. 


TREATY OF PEACE IGNORED. 


All Central America Menaced and Mex- 
ico Shows Deep Concern. 


CITY OF MEXICO, June 11.—Nicaragua 
and Salvador are at war. Late this after- 
noon Dr. Manuel Delgado, minister to Mexico 
from Salvedor, receiving the following tele- 
gram from President Figueroa: 

SAN SALVADOR, June 11.—This morning the 
revolutionists captured the port of Acajutia, They 
were commanded by Gen. Manuel Rivas and came 
from Corinte on the gunbcat Momometombo, 
armed by the president of Nicaragua. In this 
manner Zelaya complies with the treaty of peace 
of Amapala, which was entered into with. the in- 
tervention of the American government, 

FIGUEROA. 

Acajutla is the most important seaport of 
Salvador, where all of the Pacific liners make 
regular casa, It was but poorly defended, 
and the Nicaraguans and Salvadorean revo- 
lutionists landed with ease. It is in direct | 
rail cOmmunication with the capital of the 
republic, to or from which point troops can be 
conveyed in six hours. 

The nearest town in which was garrisoned 
a large force of Salvadorean troops is Son- 
sonate, about forty-five minutes by rail on 
the Salvadorean railroad, It is believed that 
Balvadorean troops have been rushed to the 
captured port and that a second battle has 
already been fought, though Minister Del- 
gado has received no word of such action. 

Great Struggle Is Feared. 

As soon as the minister received the tele- 
gram he drove to the castle at Chapultepec 
to confer with President Diaz, but the chief 
executive had already convened his cabinet 
and the minister was denied an interview. 
The whole cabinet was in session for a num- 
ber of hours. 

It is thought that the bombardment of 
Acajutia is the beginning of the great strug- 
gie in Central American which has been so 
long brewing. Acajutia ie but a few hours 
distant from the port of San José de Guate- 
mala, and it is believed that thie is Zelaya's 
objective point. In case this supposition 
proves true, President Estrada Cabrera of 


Guatemala and President Figueroa of Sal- 


vaéor will have to fight foes both from within 
and without, for a strong revolutionary party 
will help the Niearaguans in each of these 
republics. 
Zelaya Ignores the Treaty.

Sensational Trial ef Suit Is Begun 
and Sunny Haired Boy Appears 
with Mother to Urge Her Claims— 
Episode in Her Early Life in Phila- 
delphia Is Brought Out by Counsel 
tor the Defense—Love Letters Are 
Promised. 


New York, June 11.—[Special.]—The story 
of the ruined life of a country girl who left 
@ farm in Illinois for the cities was told by 
Lucy M. Randolph to a jury before Justice 
Jaycox of the Queens county Supreme court 
at Flushing today in the trial of her suit 
against W. B. D. Stokes for $500 a month 
for the support of her child, of which she 
declares Stokes {s father, and for $4,500 which 
she says is due in back payments. The boy 
was born on Oct. 25, 1902, and until June, 
1904, the plaintiff says, Stokes provided for 
both the boy and mother. The sunny haired 
boy sat through all the session of court in its 
nurse’s arms. 

Tells Her True Name. 

That the plaintiff has no legal right to the 
name of Randolph she reluctantly admitted 
when pressed by Col. Abe Gruber, Stokes’ 
attorney. She said finally it was the name 
Stokes selected for her. Her true name was 
Lucy Mae Ryley and she was born near 
Quincy, III., in 1879. * 

Bringing to light an episode in her Hfe in 
Philadelphia caused the witness to show 
great anguish. The name of the man who 
figured in the episode was not mentioned. 
She did not know whether he was a mem- 
ber of the American Snuff company or to- 
bacco trust, although she believed he since 
had become a member of one or the other. 

Before the noon recess the jury was ob- 
tained, and George Gordon Battle, who rep- 
resents Mrs. Randolph, had made his open- 
ing address. Mr. Battle declared that when 
the child was bern Mr. Stokes went wild 
with delight over the event.“ 


Formed Friendship of Stokes. 

Mrs. Randolph was called as the first wit- 
ness. She came to New York in May, 1000, 
when she was 22 years old, looking for em- 
ployment. She first lived at hotels, and 
finally located in a boarding house in West 
Seventy-second street. While here che be- 
came acquainted with Stokes. He told me 
his domestic troubles, said the witness. 
“ He said he was lonesome and despondent, 
that he knew a great deal of the world, and 
he would take care of me.“ 

They had many drives and dinners together. 
Their friendship led up to a dinner at his 
own home, and it was after that, witness de- 
clared, Stokes began to provide for her. He 
advanced her from $200 to $300 a week. Her 
child, she said, was born in an apartment 
house owned by Stokes in Highty-fifth street, 
and he was there at the time. He then 
promised, she said, to support the child 
handsomely.’’ 

Getting down to her life in Philadelphia, 
Col. Gruber brought out that she was 19 
years old when she went to that city. She 
denied she knew a Mr. Solomon, or Mr. 
Woodside, who paid her bills at different 
hotels in New York until she met Stokes. 

It Is said the real sensation will come to- 
morrow, when Mrs. Randolph produces a 
bundle of love letters.

Most persons take it for granted that 
there is nothing but evil in divorce,’ said 
Dr. Blount. “ If the juries that try divorces 
could be made up of women I think there 
would be many more granted.

Mrs. Sheldon Leavitt Begins Incasing 
Pictures in Metal Boxes for Distri- 
bution Among Hospftale—WiIll Also 
Send Filowers—One Painting Will 

'\Remain with Each Person Seven 
Naye—“Christ Child” Will Be 
Hung for Children. 


Tf art has any practical value ae a curative 
power this value will be demonstrated be- 
yond doubt before the close of another week. 

Carefully framed in a germproof box of 
metal, to prevent any possibility of spread- 
ing disease, a pink skinned, smiling ‘‘ Psyche” 
will start upon its round of the hospitals 
and sickrooms of Chicago today. The 
“ Psyche ”’ aor ge the honor of heading the 
“circulating art gallery '': which, as de- 
ecribed in Fun TRIBUNE yesterday, has been 
originated by Mrs. Sheldon Leavitt, 466 
Lake avenue. 

All day Mra. Leavitt spent sorting the 
pictures, all her own work, which are to 
make up the first circulating art gallery 
ever known. Years of experience as a 
student of psychology were brought into 
play by Mrs. Leavitt. 


“Psyche” to Visit Young Woman. 

“ Psyche’ will beam down upon a con- 
valescent young woman. The Christ Child” 
‘will go to a hospital in which there are many 
children. The landecapes and flowers all will 
be distributed with a view to the desires of 
the patients for whom they are intended 

Although Mrs. Leavitt has not fully worked 
out her scheme, it practically has bee 
cided that no picture shall remain with one 
patient more than a week. After that it will 
move on to the next person who may need it, 
and ita place on the wall of the hospital will 
be filled with another picture. 

But Mrs. Leavitt's work, among the sick 
will not stop with the sending of pictures. 
The art works will be accompanied, in most 
cases, with a bouquet of real flowers, and 
always with a note from the donor promising 
a future visit. The visit will follow the ac- 
quaintance of the patient with the pictures. 


Sees New Cure for Il. 

I have been interested in this work for 
a long time,” said Mrs. Leavitt, as she 
paused in her work of inspecting pictures, 
„always have believed that the condition 
of the mind had much to do with the ulti- 
mate recovery of a patient. If pictures have 
a beneficial psychological effect upon pupils 
of the public schools I am sure that they 
ought to be equally necessary to the patients 
in hospitals, whore minds usually are in a 
receptive condition.“ 

In order to make the collection as valuable 
as possible, Mrs. Leavitt will give up many 
of her most cherished pictures, which now 
adorn the walls of her residence in Lake ave- 
nue. The work of incasing the pictures in 
metallic germproof frames and boxes will be- 
gin at once. Thirty-five pictures will make 
up the first circulating art gallery.

FINANCIER HITS EX-JUDGES — 
WHO ENTER BANKING WORLD. 


Frederick H. Rawson Tells Lodge to 
Scrutinize Record of Men Who Han- 
dle Others’ Money. 


A criticism of judges who graduate from 
the bench to positions at the head of banks 
was indulged in by Frederick H. Rawson, 
president of the Union Trust company, last 
night. Mr: Rawson deliveréd an address on 
“Savings and Savings Banks” before 
Ben. James Shields Council, Knights of 
Columbus, in Congress Hall. Political 
banks was the way Mr. Rawson character- 
ized institutions governed by such men, and 
he handled them without gloves. 

“ Avoid doing business with the first place 
which has the word bank over its door,“ 
he said. “ Ascertain who are the bank's 
stockholders, and if its officers are engaged 
in other things. Keep away ffom the bank 
which is officered by men who have grad- 
uated from the bench or other vocations. 
However successful they may have been in 
those walks of life, and however honest of 
Purpose they are, does not signify that they 
will be even average bankers.”

HAVE HIGH PRESSURE NOW 


EVERY SEYSCRAPER CAN SBE 
MADE A STAND TOWER. 


Marshal Horan in Address to Insur- 
ance Club Talks of Possibilities of 
Water System in Big Downtown 
Buildings—Connection Between the 
Structures Necessary to Make Sys- 
tem Work Perfectly—Double Pla- 
toon in Department Denounced. 


* * 


Latent possibilities in the facilities in 
eighty-eight downtown office buildings as 
substitutes for a high power water system 
were described last night to the Fire Ineur- 
. ance club by Fire Marshal Horan. With the 
pumps already installed in these buildings a 
pressure three-fourths as at a scan be gen- 
erated by all the engines in the department is 
possible, and all that remains to make this 
effective are the necessary connections be- 
tween the. buildings. 

For some years, said Chief Horan, the 
fire insurance agents have been endeavoring 
to secure a high pressure system for the loop 
district, but the growth and development of 
the great office buildings has rendered the 
installation of such a system not essential to 
fire fighting effectiveness. Each one of these 
new buildings, supplied with modern, up to 
date pumps, can generate a terrific water 
power. In some of these the power is suffi- 
cient to tear through a brick wall at short 


range. 

“The only thing necessary to spread this 
protection generally over the loop district are 
the proper connections between the various 
buildings. Then if the pumps in one building 
become deranged those in some other builki- 
ing may be turned on, and each tall building 
becomes a veritable stand tower.“ 


Signed His Own Death Warrant. 

In opening hig address Chief Horan dwelt, 
at some length upon the rise and fall ot the 
double plateon system. 

“This organization,” he said, was 
founded -with a purpose of ousting Chief 
Musham, and it carried ite work out during 
the régime of Chief Campion, my predeces- 
sor. But Chief Campion proved a difficult 
man to oust from office, and before I was 
appointed Mayor Dunne wrote out a resig- 
nation which he asked me to sign.

Sensational Revelations Expected with 
Reference to Shipments of Oysters at 
Loss than Tariff Rates. 


The federal grand jury was sworn in yes- 
terday and immediately. began hearing evi- 
dence against Henry Wuerzinger, charged 
with forging the indorsement on a money 
order for $1, and Samuel Bergh, son of a 
Swedish minister, charged with fraudulently 
tindorsing a money order for $6.26. 

Witnesses who are expected to testify fe- 
garding the rebate matters which the gov- 
ernment has had under consideration for 
some months are summoned to appear this 
morning. There are two cages against the 
fast freight- lines of the New York Central 
and one againet the Santa Fé. In one of 
these first two Booth & Co. are involved and 
the revelations to be made to the grand jury 
with reference to shipments of oysters at 
less than tariff rates are eald to be of a sen- 
sational nature. 

Thus far the express companies have failed 
to comply with the request for an agree- 
ment of facts. A few more daya of grace 
will be allowed, but the government is pre- 
paring to present this matter to the grand 
jury and take its chances in a criminal! prose- 
cution. The Adams, American, United 
States, Wells-Fargo, and National Express 
companies are charged with unlawful dis- 
oriminat ions by means of the franking privi- 
lege in violation of the new state law.

C. O. Young, general manager of Armour 
& Co., said that the wage question had been 
thoroughly thrashed out a week ago. He 
said the packing house drivers are receiving 
higher wages than the majority of teamsters. 
The average is $22.50 a week. Mr. Young 
admitted that he expected no proposition 
to emanate from the packers today. 

The possibility of widespread trouble In 
the stockyards should the strike of drivers 
take place developed during the day. Fourth 
Vice President MeCreash of the butcher 
workmen's union said he had not been asked 
to promise assistance to the drivers, but 
that the request will be considered, if it 
should be made. The butchers’ unions are 
said to be stronger than at any time since 
the 1008 strike. 


Strike Breakers in Demand. 

Several local employment agencies were 
busy during the day hiring men for strike- 
breaking purposes. The locality in which 
these men will be used was kept secret. E. 
L. Reed, who supervised strike breaking ac- 
tivities in the big teamsters’ strike two years 
ago and is now head of a iocal strike break- 
ing agency, was recalled to the city from 
Wausau, Wis., where he had gone to assist 
in a labor disturbance. Mr. Reed is expect- 
ed here today. At his office, 185 Dearborn 
street, it was denied that men were being 
engaged for the packers. 

Two or three of the packing firms were in 
communication with George F. Golden, busi- 
ness agent of the drivers’ union, in the after- 
noon, but no proposals for conferences with 
the union were made. They simply an- 
nounced that they were considering the ulti- 
matum of the teameters, and received the 
assurance that no radical move will be made 
by the union before Saturday. 

Attorney Manus of Swift & Co. said no 
definite steps had been taken by the packers. 


Teamsters Vote to Strike. 

One hundred and fifty grease wagon team- 
esters voted to strike next Saturday unless 
their dethands for $2 more a week are granted 
by their employers. The action was in- 
doreed by the teamsters’ joint council. The 
wages at present are from $14 to $16 a week. 


Reject Union Traction Offer. 

Union Traction employés have rejected by 
a vote a modified offer from President Roach 
and will make another effort to secure better 
terms of settlement. The company has pro- 
posed to raise wages to the same standard as 
fixed recently by the Chicago City railway 
company. , 

Strike of Brick Handlers. 

At the National Brick company's plant 
at Maynard, Ind., 150 brick handlers struck 
after the company had announced its in- 
tention to return to the scale of wages which 
was in force prior to a contract signed three 
months ago. The men have been receiving 
58 cents for every 1,000 brick handled, but 
before the contract was entered into they 
got but 55 cents. The company says the 
imcrease makes the business unprofitable. 
An effort may be made to arbitrate the dis- 
pute: The plant is closed down pending a 
settlement of the trouble.

President Tuttle’s views on the proposed 
arrangement for an interchange or the en- 
largement of the traffic facilities of the two 
roads—he strongly protested against the use 
ot the word merger —had neve& been 
given te the public, and, consequently, his 
views were waited with unusual interest. 
In fact, it had been intimated that President 
Tuttle was not in sympathy with the pro- 
posed acquisition of the Boston and Maine 
in the manner outlined by President Mellen. 

President Tutt.e sald that the indirect 
cause of the passing of the control of the 
Boston and Maine road to the New Haven 
road was the hostility of Massachusetts law 
to vested interests He saw no dire results 
arising out of the consolidation. 


Would Benefit the State. 

The hearing developed the fact that he and 
Mr, Mellen occupied the same ground and 
held identically the same opinions as to 
the practital benefits to citizens of Massa- 
chusetts, which might be expected by the 
combination of the two roads. 

He said that thus far the New Haven, as 

a corporation, did not have control of the 
Boston and Maine, but that interests 
which might reasonably be supposed to be 
amenable to advice from himself had the 
voting control by reason of holding 100,- 
000 shares of the stock. He confessed to a 
lingering suspicion also that these interests 
would be quite likely to elect to the directory 
of the Boston and Maine persons who might 
be suggested by him. 
He made the flat statement that if he, as 
president of the New Haven road, had not 
taken advantage of the opportunity to deflect 
a large block of Boston and Maine stock 
held by a brokerage house to interests which 
were friendly to the New Haven road, the 
control of the Boston and Maine would have 
been secured by the New York Central. 


Road Not Overcapitalized. 
He strenuously denied the charge that the 
New Haven road was overcapitalized, dwell- 
ing at length on the millions of earnings that 
had been spent upon improvements. There. 
was not one dollar of the capital stock of the 
New Haven road that did not represent more 
than 100 cents. He said that since July 1, 
1903, the New Haven road had expended more 


than $150,000,000 in improvements and in the 
securities of other companies.

SENATOR MORGAN 18 DEAD 


FOR THIRTY YEARS HE WORE 
TOGA IN HALLS OF CONGRESS. 


Entered Polities Before War and Had 
Illustrious Career in That Confict 
—Blected Five Times in Succession 
es Senator from Alabama, Recetv- 
ing in 1900 the Sapport of All Par- 
tles—-Fought Long for Adoptien of 
Nicaraguan Route for Canal. 


Washington, D. C.. June 11. —Wuited States 
Senator John Tyler Morgan of Alabama, for 
thirty years a member of the upper house of 
congress, chairman of the senate committee 
ou interocegnic | onnals and prominent as a 
- brigadier in the confederate army, 
died ath dere tonight. 
| . Senator nad been in bad nealtn kor 
@ number of years, but had more or less 
regularly att the sessions of congress. 
He suffered from angina pectoris, which wae 
the cause of his death. He pass away at 
11:15 o'clock. At the death bed were his 
daughters, Mise Mary Morgan and Miss 
Cornelia Morgan, both of this city, and his 
secretary, J. O. Jones. 

Mr. Morgan attended to his congressional 
@uties at his home here until about a week 


to his house and to hie bed. He was able 
however, to sit up for a while today and talk 
over Some official matters with his secretary. 
He began falling during the evening, how-

moned. 


In Politics Before the War. 

Senator Morgan was born in Athens, Tenn., 
June 20, 1824, and received an academic edu- 
cation, chiefly in Alabama, to which state 
he emigrated when 9 years old, and where 
he had since resided. He studied law, oe 
admitted to the bar in 1845, and practiced 
til bis election to the senate. 

He was a presidential elector in 1800 for 
the state at large and voted for Breckinridge 
and Lane; was a delegate in 1861 ffom Dallas 
county to the state convention which passed 
the ordinance of secession; joined the con- 
federate army in May, +861, ‘a8 a private in 
company I; Cahaba rifles. When that com- 
pany was assigned to the Fifth Adabama 
regiment, under Col. Robert . Rodes, he 
was elected major, and afterwards lleuten- 
ant colonel, of that regiment. 

He was commissioned in 1802 as colonel and 
raised to the Fifty-first Alabama regiment. 
He was appointed brigadter general in 1863 
and assigned to the brigade of Virginia, but 
resigned to join his ent. whose colonel 
was killed in battle: ter in 1863 he was 
again appointed brigadier general and as- 
signed to the brigade which incltided’ His own 
regiment, 

Was Elector for Tilden. 


After the war Morgan resumed the practice 
of his professlon at Selma, was chosen a pres- 
idential. elector for the state in 1876; and 
voted. for Tilden. and Hendricks He was a 
member of the commission. appointed to pre- 
pare a systém of. laws for the Hawaiian 


%! islands, 


He was elected to the United States senate 
to succeed George Goldthwaite, and took his 
seat March 6, 1877. He was reélected in 1882 
and in 1888 and 1894. He was nominated. the 
fifth time by acaucus of the democratic party 
and, by. the republican and populist. parties, 
who differed with. him politically, and. on 
Nov. 17, 1900, wae chosen by unanimous vote 
ot the senate and house of representatives. 

Morgan belonged to the old school of states’ 
richts democrats: Together with his col- 
league, Senator: Pettus, he refused to vote 
for the railroad rate bill passed by the last 
congress on the ground of interference with 
rights of states. He was constant in his at- 
tendance at the sessions of the senate last 
winter, taking deep interest in all public ques- 
tions, notably Panama canal affairs. 


Opposed Panama Canal Route. 

His chief ‘active interest in the senate in re- 
cent years has been in co nection with the 
isthmian canal question” He was a per- 
sistent advocate of the Nicaragua route and 
made a number of notable speeches during his 
long but unsuccessful fight for the adoption

The Afth and 
ultimate duke of Bolton and marquis of 
Winchester died without legitimate issue, 
leaving most of his extensive property, in- 
cluding Hackwood park, in Hampshire, and 
Bolton park, m Yorkshire, to his illegitimate 
daughter, Jean, who Thomas Ord, 
secretary to the duke of Rutland when the 
latter was Viceroy of Ireland, towards the 
close of the eighteenth century.

PHILOSOPHY IN FICTION. 
From the North American Review.] 

There are two schools of thought existing 
today concerning fiction d its purposes; 
the one dominant on the tinent and the 
other dominant in the United States and Eng- 
land. It is odd that the English speaking na- 
tions are those who definitely negative the 
dictum of their prophet. George Mer- 
edith has said that only in 80 far as fiction 
contained philosophy or theory of life should 
it live; and yet we, above all other peoples, 
continue to extol and encourage the novel 
of swift incident; the slightly built, lightly 
amusing story which can be read as a sopo- 
gific, or as a momentary diversion on the 
trains. 

From Holland, from Belgium, from Ger- 
many, from France, from Italy, and, above 
all, from Russia; we get novels of worth and 
of solid content, largely constructed, deeply 
conceived, slowly and deliberately writ- 
ten; novels that one reads to enlarge 
and one’s conception of life and 
conduct. Van Heden’s The Quest,” the 
trilogy of Fogazearo, these are books to keep 
by one, even as the earlier Victorian novel 
was. 

What a world that novel of the mid-nine- 
teenth century offered! What a joy it would 
be, even today, to sit with Mr. and Mrs. 
Boffin, and hear the reading of the Fall of 
the Roman Empire!” How one would ike 
to follow Aunt Pullett again through the im- 
maculate darkened rooms of her spacious 
house to get from the secretary the key that 
opened the shrouded guestroom and take off 
the layers and layers of tissue paper and 
see the new apring bonnet! What a leisurely 
joy it would be to take a day in the open with 
one of William Black's delightful freckled 
heroines and see the sunset across the waters! 
If those books did not seethe with profound 
philosophy, at least, they gave a detanled pic- 
ture of a large and leigurely life worth living. 
It required leisure and a detached mind to live 
through them and in them. And we did live 
in them and they became a part and a parcel 
of consciousness, a definite enriching of the 
personal life. But who is the better or, for 
that matter, the worse or one whit different 
for skimming through a dozen of the novels 
concocted today? They die before they have 
fairly become alive and tried their lungs.

Features of Railroad Returns. 

The New York Financial Chronicle, in dis- 
cussing current railroad earnings, says: 

A satisfactory feature just now is the 
fact that in numerous instances railroad 
earnings are showing exceptional gains, both 
in gross and in net, as compared with cor- 
responding dates last year. Perhaps, over- 
much should not be made of these gains, in- 
asmuch as they follow from the fact that 
comparison is with the period of the troubles 
at the coal mines in 1906. Nevertheless, a 
change from the unfavorable returns of the 
month preceding is decidedly welcome. Dur- 
ing April of last year, mining in the anthra- 
cite regions was completely suspended, and 
the idleness was continued to the early part 
of May. The anthracite roads, therefore, at 
that time sustained serious losses, and, 
naturally, the gains this year for these roads 
are proportioned to the previous loss. In 
addition there was partial or complete sus- 
pension of mining in the bituminous fields in 
many of the different states throughout the 
country. This year there has been no inter- 
ruption to mining, and in consequence the 
coal traffic has been of norma! proportions, 
resulting in large gains in traffic ang rev- 
enues. 
“The feature of the returns that will have 
to be watched closely is the expense ac- 
counts. Owing to the increase in wages and 
reductions in hours of labor, and the higher 
cost of materials and supplies, and of every- 
thing entering into operating accounts of the 
railroads, expenses are bound to rise whether 
traffic increases or net. If the gains in earn- 
ings are of large dimensions, they will, of 
course, be sufficient. to overcome the aug- 
mentation in the expenses. If, on the other 
hand, they are of only moderate proportions. 
there is reason to fear that losses in net earn- 
ings May again be the outcome after we have 
passed the period during which comparison 
will de with the term of the labor troubles at 
the mines last year, which, in certain cases, 
extended far into July.“
